Foaming a thermoplastic elastomer compsn. (1) comprises (a) heating (1) 
above the m.pt. of the plastic, (b) mixing 0.1-10 wt . % of H20 as foaming 
agent under pressure, and (c) releasing the mixt. to atmospheric prjessure. 
Compsn. (1) consists of a blend of (i) crystalline 1-4C alpha olefin 
polymer (10-90 pts. wt.) and (ii) rubber (90-10 pts . wt . ) . The prefd. amt . 
of (b) is sufficient to achieve a density redn. of the foam produced of 
from 10-70% of that of the compsn. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The foamed thermoplastic elastomer can be used as 
gaskets or sealing strips, the mixt. can be injected into a mould to 
produce a foamed thermoplastic part. The foam has good cell structure, low 
density and a high % of closed cells. (3pp Dwg.No.0/0) 
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
